berg, president of the URI ehap- 
ter of AAUP. 

The AAUP has a legal aid 
fund to help defend the rights 
of individuals in the URI aca- 
demic community whenever 
they involve issues of academic 
or constitutional freedoms. 

“T want students to know that 
they can't count on AAUP bi 
ing f they block interviews,"" 
Dr. Doraberg said. 

The local chapter of AAUP's 
stand follows the national AAUP 
statement made in November.

Producers of Napalm 

Dow Chemical Co. produces 
napalm, a jellied gasoline used 
as a weapon by American 
troops in Vietnam, Both Dow 
and the CIA have come under 
intensive criticism recently by 
opponents of the war and other 
aspects of U.S. foreign policy. 

Dow recruiters have been 
blockaded by demonstrators on 
campuses all over the nation. 
In some ‘cases the pickets phys- 
ically prevented students and 
others from reaching the inter- 
viewers. 

Chris Walsh, president of 
URI's chapter of Students for 
Democratic Action, said yester- 
day that while his group will be 
taking part in demonstrations 
against both recruiters, the

Despite the initial interest the 
campus police showed in the 
\case, they seemed to ignore all 
information relayed to them by 
\the brothers, Mr. Zartarian said. 
After two weeks, the fraternity

A proposal that would change the ROTC cur- 
™ ‘riculum at URI has met with opposition from facul- 
ty members. The program, given initial approval by 
the curriculum committee of the College of Arts. and 
Sciences, calls for a more academic study of military 
Science with less emphasis on marching drill. 


The plan is based upon a study of the ROTC 
program by the Mershon National Security Program 
which recommended that the first year of ROTC 
training include a broad study of national security. 
The third and fourth year of the program would 
include professional training similar to what is now 
being taught. 

Opposition to the program has come from facul- 

who claim that the new curriculum would con- 
flict with what is being offered in their courses. 


The objectivity of military science professors 
has been brought into question, 

Col. Maurice A. Belisle, URI’s ROTC head, has 
said that the new courses will not conflict with ex- 
‘sting courses in other departments, He said URI is 
‘one of five schools chosen throughout the country 
to try the new curriculum. 


If a university is the last stronghold of freedom, 
we would never guess it by looking at the behavior 
‘of URI professors. They are ready to march off to 

war rather than allow intrusion into their “fields.” 


Using the logic advanced by these faculty mem- 
bers, we can conclude that it is better to have ROTC 
‘students learn the intricacies of putting their left 
- foot before their right than exposing them to a field 
which might infringe upon some history professor's 
domain. 






As for “indoctrination”, ROTC is hardly more 
guilty than other areas. Every professor gives lip ser- 
vice to independent thinking. Generally it takes only 
one exam paper for an idealistic student to realize 
that regurgitation is the best kind of “independent 
thinking.” 


Let ROTC’s new curriculum pass with a “re- 
newal clause.” After a period of time, perhaps five 
years, the merits and demerits of the program can 
be more accurately weighed. Now all we can do is 
speculate.

Second Warning 
On Local Police 
Issued By Group 


WASHINGTON (CPS) — An- 
other liberal student organiz: 
tion has warned college admin- 
istrators that the involvement 
of local police on campuses 
‘constitutes a dangerous prece- 
dent which could ultimately 
threaten the traditional autono- 
wes of the academic communi 
y." 

The new warning came in a 
resolution adopted by the Na- 
tional Board of Campus Ameri- 
vans for Democratic Action. The 
National Student Association re- 
cently issued a similar warn- 
ing. 

The CADA resolution said 
“Jocal police are seldom noted 
for their restraint,” and it is 
impossible for liberals “to stand 
idly by and watch our fellow 
students subjected to brutal 
treatment.” 

Equal Access 

But the CADA Board, compos- 
ed of 16 elected student repre- 
sentatives, did not side com- 
pletely with the demonstrators 

“The best possitie university 
policy is that of allowing equal 
access to all,” it said. 

The resolution also said that 

















_antiwar sentiments should be 
“channeled into political activity, 


“and above all into the attempt 
to elect to the White House in 
1968 a candidate pledged to a 
progressive domestic policy and 
to peace in Vietnam as part of 
a liberal foreign policy." 

CADA also adopted a resolu- 
tion highly critical of the John- 


‘son Administration and applaud- 


ing the recent statement of Sen. 
Eugene McCarthy declaring his 
willingness to enter primary 
contests. But the resolution did 
not go so far as to endorse Mc- 


Carthy. 
“We call on other candidates 
who support liberal domestic 


and foreign policies to enter 
primary contests in both par- 
ties,’ it said.
